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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and 
positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the 
format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. Furthermore, a claim can not refer back to itself 
(claims 1 and 2). Claim 3 is merely a statement of purported merits of the invention. It does not 
positively claim the invention in any way. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 1, as best understood, is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Jenkins (United States Patent No. 3,280,826). 

Jenkins discloses a hair extension comprising a plurality of hair tracks sewn together at 
the base and including a plurality of clip affixed to the base. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 1, as best understood, is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Rosen (United States Patent No. 2,620,809) in view of Frazier (United States Patent 
Publication No. 2004/0129285) . 

Rosen discloses a hair extension comprising a single hair track having a plurality of clips 
affixed thereto. Rosen however does not disclose sewing together multiple hair tracks to form the 
hair extension. Frazier discloses it is known in the art to sew together multiple hair tracks to form 
an extension which fuller and more dense (see para. 0065). It would have been obvious tot one 
skilled in the art to form the hair extension of Rosen from multiple tracks, which are sewn 
together in view of Frazier in order to provide a fuller more dense hair extension. 

Claim 2, as best understood, is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Jenkins in view of Ferguson (United States Patent Publication No. 2003/0159705). 

Jenkins discloses the invention essentially as claimed except for the clip comprising a 
curved base bar having small holes therethrough, a resilient, coated clamping bar extending 
above the base bar, and a single row of comb-like teeth. Ferguson discloses a hair extension 
which utilizes a clip comprising a curved base bar having small holes therethrough, a resilient, 
coated clamping bar extending above the base bar, and a single row of comb-like teeth. It would 
have been obvious to one skilled in the art to use a clip comprising a curved base bar having 
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small holes therethrough, a resilient, coated clamping bar extending above the base bar, and a 
single row of comb-like teeth as disclosed by Ferguson with the hair extension of Jenkins in 
order to more securely retain the extension on the wearers head. 

Claim 2, as best understood, is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Rosen in view of Frazier as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Ferguson. 

It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to use a clip comprising a curved base 
bar having small holes therethrough, a resilient, coated clamping bar extending above the base 
bar, and a single row of comb-like teeth as disclosed by Ferguson with the hair extension of the 
combination Rosen as modified by Frazier in order to more securely retain the extension on the 
wearers head.
